ROOSEVELT TELL

The White House telegram went

The President’s telegram, made 
public by the White House today, 
said: 
“I have received your telegram 
from Orange, Tex. 
“You are correct in saying that 
there should be close harmony 
between your. committee of the 
House and al] administrative de- 
partments in the investigation of 
fifth-column activities in this coun- 
try. 
“There can be no constitutional 
objection to the investigation of 
such activities and a report there- 
on and recommendations thereon 
by a committee of the House of 
Representatives. 

Job for the Executive. 
“Tt is, however, clear that the 


Constitution of the United States 
lodges the executive responsibility 


in the hands of the President, and 


that, therefore, continuing admin- 


istrative duties in relation to ille- 


gal activities lie in the executive 
branch of the Government and not 
in the legislative branch. 

~.“As soon as this distinction is 
clearly recognized, there is no rea- 
son why there should not be com- 
plete harmony between your com- 


mittee and the executive branch of

12 ARE INDICTED IN 
MIGHIGAN LIQUOR 
SHAKEDOWN CASE 


Former Official and 11 
Others Accused of Mail 
Fraud and Scheme to 
Swindle Edsel Ford. 


DETROIT, Nov. 27 (AP). — A 
special United States grand jury 
investigating affairs of Michigan’s 
State Government indicted Frank 
D. McKay of Grand Rapids, Repub- 
lican National Commiiteeman and 
former State Treasurer, and 11 
others today on mail fraud charges. 

One indictment charged that 
McKay and 11 others used the mails 
to defraud the State of “the honest 
services of its public officials” in 
a $500,000 shakedown of distilleries 
selling their wares to the State 
Liquor Control Commission, 
~ Another Charged’ a schémé te de 
fraud Edsel Ford, president of the 
Ford Motor Co., of $9918. 

False Invoices Alleged. 

In the second case, McKay was 
accused of collecting money on 
false pretenses to meet a deficit 
of the Republican State Central 
Committee following the 1938 cam- 
paign. Actually, the indictment 
said, there was no deficit and the 
Ford Motor Co. was shown false 
invoices. 

A third indictmefit named a State 
purchasing agent and two suppliers 
who have had dealings with the 
State. 

The liquor indictment charged 
the defendants led distillers to be- 


get their merchandise on Liquor 
Commission shelves. It listed a 
long series of transactions involv- 
ing liquor purchases by the State, 
and charged that McKay received, 
through intermediaries, $75,000 
which distillers are alleged to have 
paid in 1935 and 1936. 
McKay, who has been called a 
mystery man in Michigan politics, 
always has shunned the “boss” 
label that opponents within and 
without the Republican party have 
repeatedly sought to pin on him. 
He explained that one man’s po- 
litical “boss” was always another 
man’s political “leader.” 
His behind-the-scenes influenee 
made him a frequent target for op- 
ponents of machine politics. A bloc 
of “anti-boss” delegates in the State 
Republican convention this year 
defeated Attorney-General Thomas 
Read’s bid for renomination, de- 
spite McKay’s support of Read.

Knox Announces Action, 
Calls. on 31,900 More

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Navy Knox am 
nounced today that President 
Roosevelt had allotted $50,000,000 
for immediate development of 


chain of air and naval bases on 
sites recently acquired from Eng- 
land in exchange for 50 American 
destroyers. 

At the same time Knox notified 
an additional class of naval and 
marine reserves, numbering 31,908 
officers and men, that they should 
arrange their affairs so as to be 
ready for a call to active duty at 
any moment, 

Knox announced also that addi- 
tional divisions of organized naval 
reserves were being called to active 
duty from New York and New Jer- 
sey for service with destroyers op- 
erating in the vicinity of the Pan- 
ama Canal. 

These divisions, which he said 
would be mobilized immediately, 
are the First and Second of North 
River, N. Y.; the Sixth and Sev- 
enth of Brooklyn and the Twenty- 
fourth of Jersey City. 

Reserves’ Notified. 

The notice to be ready for active 
duty at any time was sent to the 
reserve class known as the Volun- 
teer Naval and Marine Reserves. 
Similar “stand-by” orders had been 
issued previously to two other 
classes, the Fleet and the Organ- 
ized Reserves, and many of their 
members have been summoned to 
duty. 

Only one class, the Merchant Ma- 
rine Reserve, remained today with- 
oyt a notification that it might be 
called soon. Members of this 
group, at sea on merchant ships, 
may not be called to active duty 
except in event of United States’ 
involvement in war. 

Relating these developments at a 
press conference, Knox disclosed 
also that he would leave Washing- 
ton by plane next Wednesday, to 
join the Atlantic patrol force for

LONDON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
Britain’s Mediterranean fleet 
reported that it had engaged a 
strong Italian naval force at 
‘fextreme range’’ today and 
that it pursued as the Italians 
‘retired at high speed’’ to- 
ward their base. 

The Admiralty, which has as- 
serted previously that the Ital- 
ian navy had refused to come 
to grips with the British, said 
no information was available 
immediately on the outcome of 
the brief brush between the 


fleets. 

A communique reported that the 
British encountered two Italian 
battleships accompanied by a 
“large force” of cruisers and de- 
stroyers shortly ‘before noon. ” 

(Britain has claimed, and Italy 


has denied, that torpedo planes in- 
capaciated half of Italy’s six bat- 


| tleships in a raid on Taranto Nov. 


11, leaving the Italians only three 
active capital ships.) 

The communique said: 

“Information hag been received 
that our naval forces in the Medi- 
terranean made contact shortly be- 
fore noon today with an Italian 
force reported to consist of two 
battleships accompanied by a large 
force of cruisers and destroyers. 

“Immediately on becoming aware 
of the approach of our forces, the 
enemy altered course and retired 
at high speed toward his base. Our 
forces pursued, and it is known 
that they engaged the enemy at 
extreme range. 
“No further information is at 
present available, but full details 
will be announced as soon as pos- 
sible.” 


GREEKS REPORT 
FRESH ADVANCES 


ATHENS, Nov. 27 (AP).—Rein- 
forcements of troops and planes 
were reported today to have stif- 
fened the resistance of Italian 
forces in the Southern Albanian

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—In his 
budget conferences, President 
Roosevelt is applying a general pol- 
icy to cut non-military items, par- 
ticularly public works projects, to 
the bone so that more money can 
be spent on the national defense 


ogram, 

The President announced this 
mew fiscal policy at his press con- 
ference late yesterday, explaining 
that he wanted to put numerous 
completed public works plans “on 
the shelf” where they will be avail- 
able when defense spending is end- 
ed. In this way, he added, the 
post-war slack in unemployment 
ean be taken up and a serious de- 
pression avoided. He hoped to have 
a jacketful of such plans. 

By spring, he continued, the de- 
fense program will be using the 
greatest number of employable per- 
sons now out of work. He did not 
know how long the defense spend- 
ing would continue but observed 
that it would have to end some time. 

Typical Non-Military Work. 

The President singled out roads, 

ublic parks and rivers and har- 

ors items as typical of the non- 
military expenditures to be cut. He 
said he had no objections to con- 
gressional authorizations for these 
projects as long as money was not 
spent to complete them. 

The new policy does not mean the 
end of public works and relief 
spending, he emphasized. At pres- 
ent, he said, there are about 1,900,- 
000 employed on WPA and 
on relief'rolls. In addition, he 
pointed out, there are about 750,- 
000 applicants for these places, thus 
when WPA workers take jobs in 
private industries, their places on 
the governmental rolis are filled 
from the 750,000 applicants. Certain 
editors, he declared, do not realize 
that many needy persons are try- 
ing to get WPA jobs. 

With a smile he observed that 
certain Congressman probably 
would try to convince him that a 
public works project was in reality 
a national defense necessity, as, for 
instance, the dredging of a harbor 
in Chesapeake Bay to facilitate the 
reaching of oyster beds. 

On this point he asserted he was 
trying to lay down a strict rule 
that national defense means na- 
tional defense and not oysters. 

The President obviously enjoyed 
making his budgetary announce- 
ment because up to then the news 
had been meager or “off the rec- 
ord.” 


As to Lord Lothian. 

He declared that Lord Lothian, 
the British Ambassador, had made 
no specific requests for further mil- 
itary aid to England, and he smil- 
ingly observed that he was sorry 
that his statement would disap- 
point certain newspapers. This re- 
ferred to published reports that 
Lothian had asked for more de- 
stroyers and other warships, more 
airplanes and repeal of the John- 
son Act, which prevents American 
credits to Britain. 

He said there was no news on 
his conference yesterday afternoon 
with Secretary of War Stimson and 
other officials and the settlement 
of the Vultee strike. He declined 
to tell what the prospects were for 
a veto of the gan-Walter bill, 
which has passed both houses over 
administration opposition, saying 
he wanted to read the Senate 
amendments before commenting. 

The President disclosed that he 
had invited Chairman Martin Dies 
of the House Committee Investi- 
gating Un-American Activities to 
join in a round-table discussion 
with him and State and Justice 
officials to see if a way could be 
found for co-operation in the drive 
against possible saboteurs of the 
national defense program. 

When it was pointed out that 
the presence of State Department 
officials might indicate that the 
question of consular agents might 
be discussed at the conference, the 
President said he did not think this 
was a probability. 

Chairman Dies and his House 
committee have every right, the 
President said, to make their own 
investigation of Communist and 
Fascist activities. The Departments 
of Justice and State l‘kewise have 
certain duties, he continued, and 
there is a line of demarcation where 
co-operation was needed.

Most of Volunteers in 


First St. Louis Quota 


Attend Patriotic Ceremony, and Hear 
Advice, Praise and Martial Music. 


Most of the 145 young men who 
volunteered for immediate army 
service to fill the first draft quota 


for St. Louis and St. Louis County 
turned out last night for a patri- 
otic send-off given in their honor 
at the Municipal Auditorium. 

The men who leave today and 
tomorrow for a year’s training 
were not seated on the stage and 
their names didn’t appear on the 
mimeographed program, but it 
was their show and they knew it. 
They appeared pleased, impressed, 
and a little bewildered by all the 
attention. 

As each volunteer entered the 
Opera House, one of the Amer- 
ican Legion members serving .as 
ushers gave him a card admitting 
him to a reserved section in the 
front rows. Most of them, both 
white and Negro, had brought 
their girls with them and were 
obviously reluctant to leave them 
in the rear, but they followed in- 
structions after a little additional 
urging. 

Advice, Music, Speeches. 
The program, sponsored by the 
Americanism Conference of the 
American Legion, consisted of ad- 
vice, martial music and patriotic 
speeches, in about equal parts. 
Before it was over, the guests of 
honor had heard themselves re- 
ferred to by various speakers as 
draftees, trainees, Selective Serv- 
ice men, volunteers, prospective sol- 
diers, inductees, pioneers, and sol- 
diers of peace. 

All speakers stressed the point 
that military preparedness was not 
a step toward war, but a means of 
insuring peace by discouraging po- 
tential aggressors. Ironically, the 
foniy song the audience applauded 
was “Over There.” 

After an overture by the Legion’s 
Musicians Post No. 394 band, the 
ceremonies opened with a presen- 
tation of.colors in which an Amer- 
ican Flag and a Legion flag were 
carried to the stage as a bugler in: 
ithe balcony -played..“To the. Col- 
ors.” All lights were darkened ex- 
cept’ for a’ spotlight Playing on an 


American flag, whipping in the 
breeze of an off-stage electric fan, 
for the “Star-Spangled Banner” and 
the pledge of allegiance.

The Vultee Aircraft factory, its

The agreement, signed last night 
by representatives of the company 
and the CIO United Automobile 
Workers, carries wage increases of 
$1,400,000 annually for production 
men in the minimum pay bracket.. 


Richard W. Millar, Vultee presi- 
dent, said “it will take a little time 
to get the factory in shape for 
work, but we probably can start 
some men back to work at once.” 

Other company representatives 
declared there would be no “mass 
re-employment.” 

“It will be a slow process,” one 
of them said. “The men will be 
subjected to almost as close scrut- 
iny as when they were originally 
employed.” 


F. B. I. Agents to Watch for Spies. 


Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agents, it was said, will make 
sure that no spies enter the plant 
along with returning employes. 

Attorney-General Robert Jackson 
and Representative Martin Dies, 
chairman of the: Congressional 
Committee Investigating Subver- 
sive Activities, have charged that 
“Communist influences” played a 
part in the walkout. The charges 
were denied by union officers. 

Saying the _ settlement will 
“smash the 50-cent minimum in the 
aircraft industry,” Wyndham Mor- 
timer, international UAW represent- 
ative, said: “It’s our first major 
victory in the industry on the west 
coast.”

“Most important to the public is 
the fact that the agreement, which 
includes wage increases, insures 
above all a peaceful settlement of 
any controversies which may arise.

621%4-Cent Minimum. 


The contract provides for a min- 
imum wage of 62% cents an hour 
for present employes, equal pay for 
future employes with a year’s me- 
chanical experience and a minimum 
of 55 cents for future unskilled, 
workers, to be increased to .62% 
cents at the end of 90 days’ em- 
ployment. 

Mortimer said all wage  in- 
creases were retroactive to Nov. Il, 
that night workers would receive 
a bonus of 5 cents an hour and 
that the “graveyard shift,” which 
starts work at midnight, would have 
a six and one-half hour day with 
eight hours’ pay. 

Another clause provides that the 
“union will not cause or engage in 
or permit its members to take part 
in any sit-down, stay-in, slow-down 
or sympathy strike in the plant...

The Mayor’s determination to put 
through a thorough merit system 
despite the effect on the commit- 
tee members was prompted in part 
at least by Mayor Fiorello H. La- 
Guardia of New York. LaGuardia 
came to St. Louis last May 27 to 
speak in behalf of a municipal mer- 
it system, and he has frequently 
talked to Dickmann about its civic 
benefits. 


Other factors influencing the 
Mayor to support a merit system 
include his desire to bolster his 
candidacy for re-election in April

nage from the United States” 
which, he said, “is not a mercantile 
shipbuilding nation and has many 
preoccupations with its own naval 
difficulties both in the Atlantic and 
the Pacific.” 

Hore-Belisha asserted that “the 
real remedy” would be “to knock 
Italy out of the war. The Greeks 
have opened the way... this is 
our great opportunity.” 

Demanding to know why a part 
of the Italian fleet was permitted 
to flee Taranto for “safer refuge” 

after Britain’s armistice day air aty 
tack, Hore-Belisha asked: 

“Are we to fight war offensive- 
ly against Italy or not?” 

Replying to Bore-Belisha’s state- 
ment on unempfoyment, Bevin said: 

“Had we applied conscription of 
labor in the manner suggested, we 
should have made direct for defeat. 
Compulsion does not give the de- 
sired result.” 

The whole industrial field was in 
“chaos” when he took office, Bevin 
added, but now “tests show we are 
making, in spite of bombing and 
everything else, a great increase 
(in war industrial output) and that 
increase is being maintained.” 


Greenwood replied to Labor 
charges of Government over-opti- 
mism, timidity and failure to mo- 
bilize the unemployed for a part 
in war production, 

“At the risk of being accused of 
wishful thinking and of again be- 
ing charged with belittling Hitler’s 
resources, I still assert that our 
increasing production, in both qual- 
ity and weight, will finally crush 
the might of the dictators.” 

In admitting that the increase 
in the output of war equipment 
“is not enough,” he added that the 
flow of material from the United 
States “is increasing, even if it is 
tardy.” 

Greenwood continued: 

“We are now co-operating with 
the United States in order that our 
joint needs shall be met with the 
least possible. delay and in order 
to insure that we shall get that 
high priority that we undoubtedly 
need. 

“I have made a clean breast of 
our difficulties to them in order 
that they could profit by our expe- 
rience and that, I believe, they are 
doing. 

“T think that before very long, if 
the cordial relations between this 
country and the-United States con- 
tinue—and I imagine they will be- 
come increasingly cordial — North 
America will be a second arsenal 
from which we can obtain increas- 
supplement and

Codreanu’s Bones Exhumed. 

It was reported that the bones of 
Codreanu and his lieutenants have 
been exhumed preparatory to a 
ceremonial reinterment in. the 
Green House, Bucharest Iron Guard 
headquarters. 

The Green House itself was the 
scene of gun fighting a few days 
ago when right wing guardists at- 
tempted a revolt under Codreanu’s 
father against the leadership of 
Horia Sima. 

It was officially announced that 
two men Were wounded. Subsequent 
unconfirmed reports gaid several of 
the right wing guards were exe- 
cuted as traitors. 

One report said all generals of 
the Rumanian army offered their 
resignations after learning of the 
executions. 

The Rumanian press up to noon 
today still carried no report of the 
executions. 

Motives for Act. 
Contrasting motives were ad- 
vanced by close observers of Ru- 
manian events for the guardists’ 
act. One theory was that the 
toughest section of the guards, the 
party’s semi-official police, took 
things in their.own hands, deter- 
mined to repay quickly what they 
considered past wrongs without 
“bothering” the higher-ups about 
it. ¢ 


Another theory was that the exe- 
cutions were indorsed by the An- 
tonescu-Sima administration as pos- 
sibly the easiest way to heal the 
breach over inner guardist policies. 
Guardists who had failed to get 
state jobs, who wanted to put ex- 
King Carol himself on trial, and 
who were crowded out of the party 
council have been a source of deep 
discontent.

“What we can say with certain- 
ty is that Britain’s resources and 
the capacity and the growing help 
of North America outmatch the in- 
dustrial resources and the capacity 
of the enemy.” 

Laborite Emanuel Shinwell had 
made the accusation that the Gov- 
ernment was over-optimistic and 
had failed “to face the fact that 
the dice of'war are heavily loaded 
against us.” 

‘ . Production over the wile 
field of industry is not increasing 
and there is far too much unem- 
ployment,” Shinwell asserted. “The 
Government is too much afraid of 
using their powers.” 

Shinwell said that Parliament 
should “spur the Government on- 
ward in the colossal task that faces 
the nation.”

1925 and cost of refitting the in- 
terior. It is still carried on the 
company’s books at $650,000. 

Refittings included a wide mar- 
ble stairway, wood panelings, dec- 
orative furniture, Oriental rugs, 
and, in the spacious office of the 
president, former private dining 
room of the St. Louis Club, a gold- 
leaf ceiling. 

“The building was completely 
done over when James McVoy was 
president,” Fairbank related. 
“Then when the late George Gra- 
ham was elected president in 1933, 
after the merger, he said he just 
couldn’t stand it and had a false 
ceiling put up to cover the gold 
leaf. I don’t like all this very well 
myself, bit here it is,” he added, 
waving toward sweeping window 
drapes, walnut wall panels, an oil 
painting of a sylvan scene over the 
marble fireplace.

Mayor Says Effort Is Being 
Made to Begin Distributing 
Low Cost Milk Also. 


Distribution of surplus foods and 
a low-cost milk to needy families 
will begin Dec. 16, under tentative 
plans, Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann 


announced today. An effort will 
be made to sell the milk to eligible 
families as cheaply as 5 cents a 
quart, he said. 

A total of 37,400 persons will be 
eligible to buy the low-cost milk, 
the Mayor said. They will include 
21,000 persons on direct relief, 10,- 
000 receiving. old-age pensions and 
6400 children receiving State aid 
It has been estimated that 125,000 
persons will be eligible to receive 
the surplus foods. 

Milk wagon drivers, through their 
union, have offered to deliver the 
B-cent milk to needy families on 
their routes without charge. Persons 
entitled to the milk and those enti- 
tled to surplus foods will be certi- 
fied for eligibility by the Social 
Security Commission. 

Stations for distribution of the 
food stamps will be set up in the 
central, northern and southern 
parts of the city, Mayor Dickmann 
said. 

Forty representatives of the food 
industry here, at a meeting last 
night at the Missouri Athletic Club, 
pledged $2800 to meet preliminary 
organization costs involved in set- 
ting the food stamp plan in opera- 
tion. 

About 2600 retailers will be in- 
vited to attend one of three meet- 
ings Dec. 10, 11 and 12 to receive 
advertising matter, participation 
pledges and work kits containing 
rules, stamp cards and literature. 
All retailers who wish to partici- 
pate in the stamp plan must attend 
one of the meetings, V. H. Mau- 
rath, chairman, said. Q

IN MEXICO, DROPS 
ELECTION CLAIMS 


Concession That Camacho 
Was Elected President 
Likely to Mean Quiet In- 
auguration Sunday. 


MEXICO CITY, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
Fears of revolution faded in Mex- 
ico today following Gen. Juan An- 
dreu Almazan’s renunciation of all 
.claims to the presidency, 

Almazan’s earlier refusal to con- 
cede victory to Gen. Manuel Avila 
Camacho in the July 7 election had 
kept the. nation in constant fear 


of trouble. Anxiety had increased 
as the inauguration approached. 

Camacho. will take office Sun- 
day, beginning a six-year term. 

Almazan, independent candidate 
in the July election, handed out a 
statement renouncing his claims 
soon after arriving here by plane 
yesterday following a three-month 
stay in the United States. 

The United States’ decision to 
send Vice-President-elect Wallace 
to Mexico City for the Camacho 
inauguration prompted his renun- 
ciation, Almazan said. 

Almazan said he feared that if 
he had sought to defend his “tri- 
umph,” the United States would 
have intervened in the interests of 
continental solidarity and because 
of the European war. 

“In keeping with my inflexible at- 
titude that neither ambition nor 
vanity should intervene,” he said, 
“IT come to renounce before the 
sovereign . people of Mexico the 
honored office of President to 
which the people were good enough 
to elect me last July 7.” 

Charges Jewish Tieup. 

Printed literature distributed 
from Almazan’s office charged that 
the United States had recognized 
Camacho to secure Mexican mar- 
kets for “Jewish merchants” and 
summoned the people and the army 
to unite to defend Mexican intg- 
rity. 

‘ Another recent Almazanista cir- 
cular charged that the United 
States’ price of recognition was sur- 
render of naval, military and air 
bases and conversion of Lower Cal- 
ifornia to agJewish refugee colony. 
Headlines in the pro-Almazan 
newspaper La Prensa declared he 
returned to Mexico to renounce the 
presidency “because the United 
States did not recognize him.” 

A small front-page headline in 
the Government’s paper, El Nacion- 
al, which supported Camacho, said: 
“Zero plus zero equals zero. We 
print Almazan’s declaration on page 
5 merely as a historic curiosity.” 


Wallace Gets Warm Reception 
From Thousands of Mexicans. 
MONTERREY, Mexico, Nov. 27 

(AP). — Vice-President-elect Wal- 
lace attributes the warm reception 
accorded him in Mexico to the 
fine perception the rank and file 
has “for the golden heart of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt.” 

America’s special emissary to the 
inauguration of Gen. Manuel Avila 
Camacho as President of Mexico 
continues on to Mexico City to- 
day. 

He arrived here yesterday after 
an overland trip from Laredo, 
Tex., where he had spent the night. 
Wallace’s journey had been slowed 
down‘ by flood conditions in East 
Texas. 

Along the 150-mile route from 
the American border to Monterrey, 
Wallace was greeted by Mexicans 
waving United States flags and 
cheering.

_ Another Swap Discussed. 


An official prediction of a “very 
large shortage” of engines for war- 
planes by next spring suggested 
the possibility that another trade 
of United States bombers for Brit-

Such a deal is regarded as being 
in line with the existing policy of 
dovetailing the filling of American 
and British military orders here as 
far as possible. 
Precedent for swapping American 
planes for British-ordered motors 
manufactured in this country was 
set last week.

lar Laws Long Ignored. 


A merit system for non-teaching 
school] employes was approved last 
night by the holdover legislative 
committee of the School Board, in 
spite of the fact that most of the 
employes are already covered by 
civil service laws which have been 
ignored for years. 

In practice, janitors, clerks, 
stenographers and other non-in- 
structional employes have been 
hired on recommendations, with 
those of board members carrying 
particular weight. This has been 
done in spite of the statutes gov- 
erning appointment, promotion, 
transfers and training of custo- 
dians, for example. 

“Don’t we already prescribe ex- 
aminations for certain employes?” 
asked Edward A. Ferrenbach. “We 
do, but only for custodians, en- 
gineers, teachers and principals,” 
Attorney Emmet T. Carter replied. 

“If the new bill should fail, 
couldn’t we put the present rule 


ter answered that the rule was still 
in force. 

Last April, auditors employed by 
the School Board reported the 
rules for hiring custodians were 
still on the books but had been 
ignored for 16 years, “apparently 
in direct viclation of the law.” 


Reference to Hickey. 


In a discussion of teachers who 
take non-instructional jobs in the 
system, yet retain their permanent 
tenure, Hugo Wurdack said: “Mr. 
Hickey and a lot of stenographers 
are holding their teachers’ status. 
If Hickey gave up his position as 
secretary-treasurer, he would still 
be on the permanent payroll.” 

Philip J. Hickey, assistant super- 
intendent in charge of business af- 
fairs as well as secretary-treasurer 
of the board, is a former principal. 
The statement by Wurdack was 
the first indication at an open 
meeting that Hickey is no longer 
in the good graces of all the board 
members. He has largely escaped 
criticism so far, although in the 
regime of Henry J. Gerling, ousted 
superintendent, and Richard J. 
Murphy, cnce-potent board member, 
Hickey was regarded as the “Crown 
Prince” who would some day be- 
come superintendent. 


Decision on Tenure. 


It was decided a teacher who 
retains a non-instructional job in 
the system for more than a year 
loses his permanent tenure. 

A section in the proposed bill 
provides that no person in the 
classified service should be _  dis- 
criminated against because of his 
political acts, opinions or  affilia- 
tions. John A. Fleischli comment- 
ed: “Suppose a school employe 
belonged to the Communist party 
and preached Communism. Accord- 
ing to this, he could not be dis- 
missed. That ties our hands. We 
would not want him in the school 
system and the reason would be 
his opinions and affiliation. He 
may be a wonderful custodian and 
still be an out-and-out rank Com- 
munist.” 

Chairman James J. Fitzgerald 
said: “We'd find a way to get rid 
of him by saying his opinions were 
contrary to American principles.” 
Carter said the provision would be 
rewritten to state that “subversive 
opinions” would not be counte- 
nanced. 


Provision for Tests. 


A provision requiring old em- 
ployes as well as new to take ex- 
aminations was changed to elim- 
inate examinations for old staff 
members. Ferrenbach, Fitzgerald, 
Fleischli and Supt. Homer W. An- 
derson were in agreement that ex- 
amination would “throw the sys- 
tem into turmoil, cause a chaotic 
condition and upset the staff.” 

The bill, which is subject to ap- 
proval by the full board, would not 
apply to board members, the super- 
intendent, comptroller, attorney, 
executive, administrative and in- 
structional officers and teachers 
and principals.

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 27 (AP). 
~The American Federation of La- 
bor reaffirmed today labor’s right 
to collective bargaining and laid 
down three principles. to. be ob- 
served under wartime conditions. 

The convention adopted the res- 
olutions committee report which 
declared: 

“Should wartime conditions de- 
velop, the following principles be- 
come imperative: | 

“1. Universal obligation to servi 
for defense—industrial or military 
—under democratic conditions. 

“2. Labor should have representa- 
tion on all policy-making and ad- 
ministrative agencies and draft 
boards. : 

“3. Labor standards and other 
provisions for social welfare must 
be maintained under emergency 
conditions as essential to efficient) 
production as well as national 
morale,” 


The AFL expressed “disappoint- 
ment” that it was “not requested” 
to name representatives to the ad- 
visory committee to the Council of 
National Defense. 

(Sidney Hillman, president of the 
Amalgamated Garment Workers of 
America, a CIO affiliate, is a mem- 
ber of the council.) 

“It is regrettable that this was 
not done,” the AFL report said, 
adding “that the least which can 
be done to right this injustice is to 
make this principle and rule the 
guide in a reorganization of the de- 
fense agencies.” 

For Conserving Advances. 

The report likewise urged “that 
every attempt should be made to 
conserve in every way possible all 
our achievements in the way of so- 
cial betterment.” 

“Your committee is in full accord 
with the insistence of the executive 
council (the AFL’s supreme gov- 
erning board) that all of these safe- 
guards be maintained, and that the 
right to collective bargaining, 
whether the employer is a private 
individual or the Government, must 
be preserved.” 

Calling attention to the necessity 
of “preventing a democracy from 
being transformed into a dictator- 
ship in order that the machinations 
of dictators may be overcome,” the 
report listed “fundamental princi- 
ples” to govern labor’s activities. 
These were: Continuance of ma- 
jority rule; a defense program in 
the hands of representatives of 
functional groups headed by a civil- 
ian administrator; labor represen- 
tation on all defense agencies deal- 
ing with labor’s welfare; a central- 
ized administration for planning 
and decision on principles but de- 
centralized for administration un- 
der responsible representatives; 
equal representation of employers 
and employes on advisory groups 
connected with employment con- 
trol, 

A proper wage scale and fair 
working conditions were insisted 
upon as essential to “high produc- 
tion.” 

Japan Condemned Again. 
The convention reaffirmed the 
AFL’s “condemnation of Japan” 
and also expressed the “fervent 
hope and prayer. that Great Britain 
will win in its war with the Axis 
Powers.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—A record 
total of 322 records, the largest in 
history, will be submitted to the 
delegates of the fifty-second an- 
nual convention of the Amateur 
Athletic Union at Denver, Dec. 6, 
7 and 8, it was announced yester- 
day. All marks that are accepted 
become American records. 

This list. is more than twice as 
large aS a year ago. The men 


swimmers have the greatest num- 
ber, 124, followed by men’s track 
and field with 99, women’s swim- 
ming with 88, women’s track with 
six and weight lifting with five. 
The top performer in the num- 
ber of records submitted is Lorraine 
Fischer of the Women’s Swimming 
Association of New York, who has 
15 individual marks as well as a 
share of others as a member of 
record-breaking relay teams. Her 
records are in the breast stroke and 
medley. 

But for sheer class of perform- 
ance no one can compare with 
Adolph Kiefer of the Chicago Tow- 
ers Club, the Olympic back-stroke 
champion of 1936, and the numeri- 
cal runner-up to Miss Fischer on 
the list with nine standards. 

Two of the Kiefer records shatter 
existing world figures and will be 
submitted to the International Fed- 
eration. What makes each of these 
extraordinary is that he eclipsed 
his own world records, 
made on ae short course, with 
achievements on the infinitely slow- 
er long course. His 58.1 for 100 
yards is better than his own mark 
of 58.8 and his 1:04.7 is a tenth 
of a second faster than his exist- 
ing 100 meters figures. 

Two other swimming records that 
will be advanced to the Interna- 
tional Federation were turned in 
by Yale relay swimmers. A team 
of Richard Kelly, Ed Pope, Russ 
Duncan and Howard Johnson did 
3:30.7 for 400 yards as contrasted 
with the existing 3:31.3 and another 
Eli combination, with Bill Sanburn 
replacing Kelly, did 3:54.4 for 400 
meters as against 3:59.2.

RTHER evidence that the British

NLY two generalizations: were

year the English Government had 
expected the bombing of civilians. 
The other was the fact that no- 
where except in the Liverpool street 
tubes and the deep office basement 
did I see what seemed to me really 
safe shelters. Nor did I see or hear 
of any concerted effort to dig or 
build deep shelters. There will 
inevitably be many shelters hit dur- 
ing the winter, and it is a real mir- 
acle, considering the haphazard 
bombing, that more have not had 
direct hits from big bombs. There 
have been no real bomb massacres 
in shelters yet. — 

In many things, but most of all 
in. how the shelter problem has 
been met, there is in Britain this 
curious paradox; that no one did 
anything but talk until the problem 
became acute. But that when it 
did become acute, at precisely the 
point at which the acuteness would 
have panicked most people, the 
British have surprisingly settled 
down to solving it. They do not ap- 
pear to have any capacity at all 
for foresight, for seeing the course 
of events a long way off and pre- 
paring for it. They must wait 
until the terrible. things have ac- 
tually happened before doing any- 
thing about it. Thus, despite a 
year of war there was really no 
shelter provision at all until the 
bombs actually came down, and 
then they were makeshift. And no 
one did anything about their over- 
crowding until it was fantastic.

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A VETO REQUIRED. 

The wise men ‘who drew up the American 
tution 153 years ago provided that the President 
might, when he believed such a course required, veto 
bills passed by Congress. They provided further that 
bills so vetoed could become law only through re- 
passage by a two-thirds majority. 

The Founding Fathers did this because they knew 
that occasions would arise when the power and office 
of the President would be needed to protect the peo- 
ple from unwise action by their elected representa- 
tives. They knew that on occasions only the Presi- 
dent could withstand ill-advised pressures under 
which members of Congress would yield. 

Such an occasion arises with the passage of the 
Logan-Walter bill. This bill is the most backward 
step Congress has taken in years. It files in the 
face of an orderly development of administrative 
law, shaped over a half-century by Federal agencies 
and commissions, with the understanding and assist- 
ance of the Supreme Court in hundreds of decisions. 
It is a measure utterly without perspective. 

In reality, the Logan-Walter bill is the current 
stick which enemies of the New Deal and its humani- 
tarian reforms are using to beat the Roosevelt admin- 
istration. Every session of Congress since 1933 has 
had such a stick. In one’session, it was the fight on 
the Truth-in-Securities Act. In another, it was the 
fight on the Wagner Act. In another, the fight on the 
Executive Reorganization Act. This session, the 
would-be killers, having found that they could not 
stop the forward march of progressive legislation, 
decided to take the initiative and to hamstring prog- 
ress by trickery and deceit. 

If the Logan-Walter bill becomes law, every find- 
ing of fact by most of the expert administrative bod- 
ies which Congress itself has established ‘will be 
subject to judicial review. This means that Judges 
will be called upon to decide not only whether these 
agencies have observed the law, as courts must now 
decide, but to pass upon factual matters. 

The Logan-Walter bill, in short, gives to the courts 
powers they do not now have; powers which will 
inevitably tie up administrative procedure, which 
will hobble the Federal Government in its conduct 
of complex problems, the while opening up a happy 
fee-hunting ground for political lawyers who will like 
nothing better than opportunities to file more suits. 

But President Roosevelt’s veto is needed not only to 
save the administrative agencies from emasculation 
by selfish interests. His veto is required to protect 
the Senate itself, which passed the bill, 27 to 25—a 
margin of one vote, really, with slightly more than 
half the Senate and barely a quorum present. 

In a less-confused time, and a time freer from 
pressures by reactionary forces, this bill would never 
have been reported out in either chamber, let alone 
be approved. Passage in the House was on a fluke. 
In the Senate, it can be chalked up to Senator Bark- 
ley’s bungling leadership, if the pompous Kentuck- 
jan’s mismanagement of administration affairs can 
be described as leadership of any sort. 

A majority leader who was awake would have 
known the outcome of a roll call of these 52 Senators 
in advance. He would have checked the list of those 


| paired and found how many of the 96 were unac- 


counted for. He then would have rounded up enough 
votes to provide a safe advantage before announcing 
ready. Among the 26 who were neither present nor 
paired were such important Senators as Norris, La 
Follette, Wheeler and others who could have been 
counted on to vote against this sweeping, unsound bill. 

After allowances are made for those who may be 
misguided, passage of the Logan-Walter bill becomes 
essentially a move to embarrass Mr. Roosevelt. It 
puts it up to a President who has just been elected 
for a third term to veto a measure apparently ap- 
proved by both branches of Congress. 

But the partisan basis of it all is evident to any- 
one who will study the roll call objectively. Not a 
single Republican voted against the bill. Sixteen Re- 
publicans—including the newest Senator, Brooks of 
Illinois—voted for it. Even Vandenberg voted Aye, 
a political vote entirely unworthy of the informed 
Senator from Michigan. 

The economic plunderers who oppose proper Gov- 
ernment regulation in the public interest want the 
Logan-Walter bill to become law. 

President Roosevelt needs no more guide than that 
when it reaches hig desk. Let him have his veto 
pen ready and the inkwell open. 
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‘MISSOURI MULES, OBVIOUSLY. 

Who says the British have no sense of humor? 
Here’s a piece of made-in-London war news, trans- 
mitted by the British Library of Information in New 
York: “A Greek regiment captured 100 Italians and 
100 mules, The mules put up some resistance.” 
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UNITY, MEXICAN STYLE. 

After months of suspense over the threat of the 
Almazan forces to launch a revolt, calm now returns 
to Mexico with the defeated presidential candidate's 
formal renunciation of the office. The presence of 
Henry Wallace for the inauguration of Gen. Camacho 
has much to do with this, for the Vice-President- 
elect’s visit is interpreted as United States recog- 
nition of the successful candidate. A rebellion in 
those circumstances, Almazan followers confess, 
would be an “insane adventure.” 

It is reassuring to see Mexico achieving post-elec- 
tion unity, though it is not a fully satisfactory kind 
of unity. Almazan does not: concede Camacho’s 
election, but still speaks of “the honored office of 
President to which the people were good enough to 
elect me last July 7.” He thus gives up no claim to 
the post, and even offers tacit encouragement to fol- 
lowers who may wish to attempt a coup. 

In view of this dubious sort of political truce, 
continued vigilance by the Mexican Government will 
be necessary, together with a consistently friendly 
attitude toward the new administration by our own 
Government for the sake of Pan-American peace. 
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BETTER WAGES IN PUERTO RICO. 

The cynics and the reformers are everlastingly 
adversaries. The former are pessimists. The latter 
are optimists. All too often the argument goes to 
the cynics. Conditions are bad, they admit, but noth- 
ing will be done about them. And nothing is done. 

Just to keep the reformers—the people that T. E. 
Powers depicted as the dancing “Joys”—in the fight 
against the “Glooms,” we call attention to the ac- 
tion of the Wage and Hour Division of the Depart- 
ment of Labor in the case of the hand needleworkers 
of Puerto Rico. 

As revealed some time ago on this page, these 
people—many of them women—were paid as little as 
2 cents an hour to provide bargains in silks for 
the smart shops of the United States. Effective 
Monday, Dec. 2, their hourly wage will range from 
12% cents to 22% cents an hour. The lower rate

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LORD LOTHIAN’S TRIAL BALLOON. 

Britain's financial problem is “becoming urgent,” 
said Lord Lothian, the British Ambassador, on re- 
turning to the United States last Saturday. His 
country, he added, is “beginning to come to the en 
of her financial resources.” 

In view of Americans’ intense sympathy with the 
British cause, this statement created a shock. It 
touched off discussion by members of Congress and 
others over legislation to permit immediate extension 
of credits to Britain, and brought from the White 
Committee new pleas exceeding even its previous 
sweeping proposals. But what are the facts about 
Britain’s resources? 

The British have made large purchases of arms 
and supplies in this country in the last few months. 
They have contracted to buy a total of around two 
and a half billion dollars’ worth of goods thus far. 

To pay for these goods, the British held, at the 
start of the war, some four and a half billions in 
liquid assets, including gold, American securities and 
other dollar resources. There was, accordingly, more 
than enough to take care of the present contracts. 

What of the future? Purchases next year will 
reach four billions, it is estimated. To pay for these, 
the British would have two billions left over from 
this year, plus some four billion dollars’ worth of 
gold already shipped to this country. There are 
also other realizable assets for future buying, Some 
of them are noted in our Mirror of Public Opinion 
article today: British investments of almost eight 
billions in the Western Hemisphere, not to mention 
colonial possessions in the New World. ‘These col- 
onies, particularly the Caribbean islands, are of great 
strategic importance to this country, far more than 
to England, and can scarcely be eliminated from 
future financial dealings between the two nations. 

It thus becomes clear that Lord Lothian’s state- 
ment could apply only to liquid assets, and even 
here the emergency is by no means immediate. Of 
course, the British would prefer to get credits where 
they can rather than dispose of their holdings, so 
Lord Lothian’s statement must be viewed chiefly as 
a trial balloon, designed to sound out the temper of 
Congress and our people. Senator George, the new 
chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, has answered this obvious feeler by stating that 
legislation for loosening credit restrictions is “im- 
practical and somewhat premature.” 

These credit restrictions were not imposed because 
America is a greedy, profit-seeking nation. They 
were imposed because of the lesson taught in the 
last war: that loans and credit sales are a con- 
tributory factor to involvement. 

This country has given and is giving many testi- 
monials of its friendship for Britain. In the last 
war, this took the form of vast loans, which have 
been in default since 1933, and which now total five 
and a half billion dollars. In this war, American 
factories have been a major source of British sup- 
plies, and our Government is now sharing the output 
of war materials with England on a 50-50 basis. 

Lord Lothian’s trial balloon was to have been ex- 
pected. It has heen useful to Americans in bringing 
out some facts about the finances of the war. 
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A HAPPY EXPEDITION.

British Assets for War Purchases 


The Mirror

Administration thinks Britain should sacrifice investments in New 
World before seeking credit here, Washington publication says; 
only fair, officials feel, for us to expect payment while these re- 
sources exist; holdings of almost eight billions in the Americas, 


From the United States News. 


HIGH official of this administration re- 

marked not long ago: “Great Britain 

finally is in this war in dead earnest, 
The tip-off came when the British Govern- 
ment placed orders in this country that will 
require Britain to sell American securities 
to make payment,” 

The British went through the last war 
with their foreign investments largely in- 
tact. They bought very slowly in this 
country during the first eight months of this 
war, owing in part to the fact that purchases 
would have required the sale of some Brit- 
ish investments here to make payment. In- 
come from investments abroad is very im- 
portant in the economic life of England. 

Now, however, the United States requires 
by law that nations at war pay cash for 
American goods. This country also, by law, 
bars further loans to the British because 
of default upon World War debts. 

Strange as it may seem to many people, 
in Congress and out of Congress, the Roose- 
velt administration—at this stage—approves 
of these barriers to new loans. The reason 
is that both the White House and the Treas- 
ury are known to be convinced that Great 
Britain should sacrifice her investments in 
this hemisphere before asking this nation 
to finance her war effort. 

In part, this attitude grows from political 
considerations. In further part, it grows 
from considerations of self-interest for the 
nation. This self-interest lies in the oppor- 
tunity to shift from Britain to the United 
States the ownership in many enterprises 
both within the United States and in Canada 
and Latin America. Officials explain that, 
in their view, it is only fair to expect that 
the United States should be paid by the Brit- 
ish so long as they possess the means of 
payment. 

What, then, are the British purchasing 
plans and what are the means of paying 
for the. goods involved in those plans? 

Before Arthur B. Purvis, chief of the 
British Purchasing Commission here, re- 
turned to England the other day in the 
company of Hampden C. Gordon, director 
of finance for the British Supply Ministry, 
he had entered commitments for more than 
$2,300,000,000 worth of American goods. To 
pay for those goods, the British had about 
$350,000,000 in the banks of the United States. 


On top of that, they own an estimated 
$1,100,000,000 in American stocks and bonds, 
based upon present prices. They have 
$1,160,000,000 more tied up in,.American real 
estate and in direct American investments 
that would be more difficult to realize upon. 
Then, of course, the British possess large 
amounts of gold that still are acceptable to 
the Treasury here. 

Still, this isn’t a very sizable backlog of 
funds if the war is to continue and if Brit- 
ish purchases are to be stepped up further. 

Britain, however, has other investments 
in which the United States would be inter- 
ested. She owns investments in Canada es- 
timated at $2,750,000,000 and she owns in- 
vestments in Latin America estimated at 
five billion dollars. 

There have been suggestions that the 
American Neutrality -Act and the Johnson 
Act be changed to permit the British to 
use their securities as collateral for loans. 
Then, if the loans were defaulted after the 
war, the securities could be sold to meet 
the debt. These suggestions appear not to 
have struck fire within the administration. 

In fact, as the same high official quoted 
earlier said: “Regardless of anything said 
to the contrary, President Roosevelt is a 
hard bargainer for the American interest. 
He is not giving anything away at this 
stage.” 

There are two longer-range factors that 
affect the administration attitude toward 
loans to Britain. They are: first, the be- 
lief that the United States is very likely to 
inherit some of the world responsibilities 
formerly shouldered by Britain; second, the 
feeling that, if Germany did defeat England 
or did succeed in making a peace in which 
the United States had no part, the British 
security holdings in this hemisphere might 
readily represent a power that could cause 
trouble for this country. 

If, later, Great Britain should be unable 
to finance her purchases in the United 
States, she could be sure of a.sympathetic 
American response. There is a strong of- 
ficial sentiment for outright gifts of neces- 
sary war goods—once Britain really gets 
hard up. 

Until that time, it appears that change in 
existing laws that bar loans will not have 
administration support. 


Problems of the Cities ©

‘| TNTIL 70 years ago, scarcely any city ex- 
tended for much more than two miles 
in any direction from its business center. 
The introduction of the electric street rail- 
way extended the range of urban develop- 
ment, allowing city people to live as much 
as five miles from their work. : 
' Then, about 30 years ago, the ‘automobile 
came to be used commonly enough to enable 
many people to live 15 miles out from the 
main business center. Thus, many could 
live in separate houses instead of crowded 
apartments. 4 
This spreading out of the larger cities has 
had its drawbacks, however. The cost of 
providing and maintaining such public serv- 
ices as stréets, sewers, water, lighting and 
police and fire protection has increased 
rapidly. The inner core of residential dis- 
tricts has deteriorated, leaving shoddy areas 
to surround the main business district of 


lnearly évery large city.* In addition, the

local transportation problem has become 
much more tangled. 

In surveying the effect of urban decen- 
tralization on transit operation and policies, 


-Harland Bartholomew, city planner of St. 


Louis, finds a demand for expanded service 
to outlying areas, additional congestion in 
the central business district because of the 


| increased number of autos, and popular de- 


mands for new transit connections and 


greater speed. This situation is bound to 


become worse if decentralization continues. 

Much as some people would like to live on 
or near their city’s outer rim, it should be 
realized that too much decentralization is 
uneconomic and that this trend may be- 
come ruinous to municipal efficiency and 
to local transportation. The time’ has come 
to check outward expansion in many places 


-and to divert some of this energy to the re- 


habilitation of closer-in residential areas 
that have become neglected and shabby,

N February, 1830, Warren Angus Ferris, 

18, alert York Stater seeking his fortune 
in the West, joined an American Fur Co, 
outfit that left St. Louis to trap the Rocky 
Mountain beaver country, trade with its 
Indians and grab control of that coveted 
empire from its potent rivals, the Hudson's 
Bay Co. and the Rocky Mountain Fur Co. 

Six years Ferris and his companions 
trapped and traded in the vast Northwest- 
ern wilderness, then the world’s richest fur 
country. Their adventures and observations 
Ferris enthusiastically recorded on the spot. 
His narrative, “Life in the Rocky Moun- 
tains,” edited by Paul C. Phillips (Fred A, 
Rosenstock, Old West fPublishing Co., 
Denver), is irresistible.

The young trapper expands and illumi- 
nates our knowledge of the early fur traders, 
their business, their vastly important ex- 
plorations. He vividly pictures the now 
classic fight at Pierre’s Hole, July 18, 1832, 
between a strong force of trappers from 
rival camps and a big party of Gros Ventre 
Indians. It was a fine, old-fashioned affair, 
with the trappers lifting the most topknots. 
Ferris tells how his leader, Henry Vander- 
burgh, relentlessly trailed Jim Bridger of 
the Rocky Mountain outfit to discover where 
Jim got so many prime pelts, and how that 
pursuit ran headlong into a Blackfoot am- 
bush, where Vanderburgh was rubbed out 
and Ferris severely wounded. 

The Indians encountered are sympathet- 
ically described, their history and legends 
related, including the Flatheads’ story of 
their first meeting with white men—Lewis 
and Clark. The thrills natural wonders gave 
Ferris he transferred to his pages. His is 
the first satisfactory account of the famed 
Yellowstone geysers. His detailed descrip- 
tions of the country contribute immensely 
to the geography of the early West,

Few trappers saw the drama inherent in 
the fur trade, or that drama’s tremendous 
background, with so wide, so clear an eye; 
none held so ready a pen; few had keener 
consciousness of historic values. Ferris is 
discriminating and meticulously observant, 
a skillful writer with a lucid, stately, fre 
quently vivid manner. His panegyric on the 
“free trapper” is his finest bit. 

Reproduced here for the first time is the 
fully detailed free-hand map of the North- 
western fur country that Ferris drew im- 
mediately after his return from the moun- 
tains in 1835. It ranks as the most val 
uable ever made of the region up to the 
time, years later, of the scientific surveys. 

Since the turn of the century, fewer than 
a half-dozen volumes on the early West have 
ranked in importance with “Life in the 
Rocky Mountains.” Nearly 40 years ago, iD 
his still authoritative “The American Fur 
Trade of the Far West,” Hiram M. Chittenm 
den, who knew Ferris’ work only in incom- 
plete form, called it a “historic treasure. 
Certainly it is that, and a “must” for all who 
love our Old West. F. E. V.

The Magnasco is entitled “The 
Castaways,” and shows a group of 
figures disembarking from small 
boats as ominous waves lash the 
rocky shore. It is a dark and som- 


was neglected by crit- 
ics and the public for more than a 
century and a half after his death, 
but began to be rediscovered in the. 
early 1900s, when critics noted a 
slight resemblance between his 
Panag and that of the Impression- 

ts. 

“The Castaways” is the first of 
his paintings which the City Mu- 
seum has acquired. It was bought 
for $2850 from the Durlacher Gal- 
lery in New York. 

The most important of the draw- 
ings acquired is a pen-and-ink 
sketch of an archer by Tintoretto. 
It is thought to be a study for a 
large oil, “The Battle of Taro,” 
which hangs in the Alte Pinakothek 
in Munich. It was bought for $617. 

The other drawings are: “Land- 
scape with Figures,” by Giovanni 
Francesco Barbieri, seventeenth 
century Italian; “Study of Soldiers,” 
by Jacques Callot, seventeenth cen- 
tury Frenchman; “Figure of a 
Sybil,” by Abraham Bloemart of 
the Dutch school, and “Design for 
a Fountain,” by Francois Boucher, 
eighteenth centyry Frenchman. 
They all were bought from New 
York dealers for prices between 
$60 and $115. ° 

The Italian chairs were once in 
the collection of the late Otto Kahn 
of New York and were bought 
through the Brummer Gallery for 
$1400. They are of a folding de- 
sign and originally came from the 
Palazzo Davanzatti in Florence. 

All the acquisitions are on view 
in Gallery 35 near the museum en- 
trance, 


HOME FOR GIRLS, VACATED 
A YEAR AGO, TO BE RAZED 


The three-story, 69-room building 
at the southeast corner of Twenty- 
third and Locust streets, once oc- 
cupied by St. John’s Hospital and 
more recently by the Mercy Home 
for Working Girls, is to be torn 
down to save cost of maintenance, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 

Sister Mary Dominic, mother su- 
perior of St. Joseph’s Convent of 
Mercy on Laclede Station road, said 
the structure, most of it built in 
1894, had outlived its usefulness 
since the girls’ home was removed 
a year ago to a modern building 
at 325 North Newstead avenue. Nu 
plans for the site have been made, 
she said. Wrecking will be by the 
Aalco Wrecking & Supply Co. 

The hospital first occupied the 
site in 1890, moving from earlier 
quarters at Twenty-second and 
Morgan streets, to a 16-room con- 
verted residence, known then as 
the Barney mansion. This building, 
said to be about 100 years old, still 
stands, facing on Twenty-third, 
but is almost hidden by the larger 
structures on each side. They were

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27. 
T A PRESS conference the 
Aor day, the President asked 
‘practical plans for further 
speed-ups of American aircraft 
production. His question was ob 
viously rhetorical, yet there seems 
to be the outline of an answer in a 
remarkable confidential report on 
the British experience*compiled by 
the President's own Defense Com- 
missioner, Leon Henderson, and in 
the observations of American air 
experts returning from Britain ana 
British experts visiting here. For 
unless a substantial body of in- 
formed opinion is gravely deceived, 
the British experience contains 
several sharp lessons for us. 

Perhaps the situation is best 
summed up in the words of an able 
man, closely associated with the 
air production program, and wide- 
ly acclaimed for the fine job he 
has done. His name may not be 
revealed, but his language can be 
quoted: 

“If you think we needn’t pro- 
duce aircraft on a war basis, we're 
doing well enovgh. The picture is 
as good here, broadly speaking, as 
it was in Britain after eight months 
of war, when the Chamberlain Gov- 
ernment fell. But if you think as I 
do, that it is vital to produce every 
plane we can as soon as we can, 
we can still take the steps the Brit- 
ish did when Churchill put Lord 
Beaverbrook in charge.” 


What Beaverbrook Did. 


HAT was the British experi- 
W ence? In the period until 

Chamberlain’s fall, long-term 
plans were elaborately and fairly 
wisely laid, yet production was 
never put on a footing of ‘total 
emergency. Then when Churchill 
came in, two things happened. Full 
power over air production was put 
in the hands of Lord Beaverbrook, 
aman of force and drive. And 
with the consent of most right- 
minded men in the industry itself, 
Lord Beaverbrook moved in on the 
air industry and started production 
on an emergency basis. 

The method he followed was to 
recruit a number of the leading air 
manufacturers, and to make them 
his hatchet-men. First, they cut 
off heads. Lord Nuffield, the mo- 
to> magnate, who was aimlessly 
disporting himself in the repair 
end recapture field, was summarily 
dismissed. The managements of 
three air plants, the important Bol-

great Bristol factory, the largest in 
England, were told to choose be- 
tween removal and reform, and 
chose reform. 

In recital, these soft spots that 
had to be cleaned out may sound 
numerous. ,Actually they were few 
in number, considering the indus- 
try’s size, just as the soft spots in 
our industry are. And cleaning 
them out was only the first step. 

The next, and most important 
step, was to co-ordinate the entire 
air industry, so that every bit of 
its experience and inventive power 
could be brought to bear on any 
problem, no matter where in the 
industry the problem arose. Compe-

Ordered to co-operate with 
the manufacturer, but fully em- 
powered to watch the intimate proc- 
esses of production, the observers 
were able to warn of bottlenecks 
before they arose, to straighten 
out intra-industry problems, and to 
keep the manufacturers on their 
toes. When the observers sent out 
& warning signal, Lord Beaver- 
brook and his advisers were ready 
with aid. Industry moved forward 
as a unit. 

Of the regulations enforced 
throughout the industry, the most 


notable was an order requiring ev-| 


ery aircraft manufacturer to inves- 
tigate all unused machine tool ca- 
pacity within his transportation 
area and then to sub-contract all 
the capacity he found. There were 
other general regulations, such as 
the one forbidding the too-common 
sub-contracts under which air in- 
dustry supplies «vere unnecessarily 
shuttled back and forth all across 
the country. But the general plan 
followed by Lord Beaverbrook is 
what is most interesting. It got re- 
sults, for the Henderson report 
above mentioned estimates that 
British air production increased 
from 900 planes monthly in May to 
an estimated 1800 in September. Yet 
though tough, it was not irritatingly 
oppressive. 

“The efficient manufacturer does 
not know he has been co-ordinated,” 
say one returning expert. “It’s only 
the man who isn’t doing a good job 
who feels Beaverbrook’s hot breath 
on his neck.” 


As Henderson Said. 


HIS is not intended to suggest 
T that the American air. industry 
has not done a good job to date, 
or that except in isolated instances, 
American air manufacturers need 
to feel anyone’s hot breath on their 
necks. They have done a magnifi- 
cent job thus far. It is intended to 
suggest, however, that Beaver- 
brook’s success cannot be dupli- 
cated without an effective pooling 
of the resources of the industry as 
a whole. One obstacle in the way: 
is negatively implied in the most 
revealing passage of the Henderson 
report. 
“The Government did not provide 


an administrative structure by | a 
means of which British industry |* 


could be co-ordinated for a maxi- 
mum armament effort. The service 
ministries were permitted to ful- 
fill their procurement needs inde- 
pendently until the summer of 1939 
. of all its shortcomings this 
failure to develop adequate admin- 
istrative direction of industrial ex- 
pansion is perhaps the most im- 
portant, since the success of even 
the most brilliantly conceived plan 
for plant expansion is necessarily 
dependent upon the administrative 
mechanism by which it is to be 
implemented.” 

The Henderson report is largely 
limited to the period before Beaver- 
brook took over. Else it might 
also have included some notice of 
how Beaverbrook, in the air indus- 
try, procured the industry’s consent 
to drastic measures by asking men 
from the industry itself to carry the 
measures out.

the fleet. They made only about 65 
miles-an-hour cruising speed and it 
was soon appreciated that, despite

Use of Gyroscopes. 

The Iron Mike, automatic gyro- 
scope control for the rudders of 
ocean-going ships, long ago sup- 
planted manually-operated steering 
mechanism. An adapted version of 
this system was applied to giant 
airliners; first, because it relieved 
the pilot of the job of manipulat- 
ing the controls and, second, be- 
cause no matter how well the pilot 
managed his ship, the automatic 
control system was much more effi- 
cient for holding to a given course 
and altitude. . 

Naturally, the next step was to 
remove the pilot altogether and sub- 
stitute distant radio control. The 
first outcome of the successful ra- 
dio control of aircraft was the 
adaptation to anti-aircraft target 
planes, as already described. 

And now we come to the weird 
and rather fantastic stage of pilot- 
less bombers and torpedo-carrying 
planes—in a war where competent- 
ly trained flying personnel is far 
more valuable than a few thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of radio equip- 
ment. Rapidly the picture is de- 
veloping. If radio control will work 
with one plane, it will work with 
any number of ships. Jules Verne 
could not have dreamed of a 
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stopped the war. 


The United States army has been 
experimenting with radio-controlled 
pilotiess planes for some time at 
Duncan Field in San Antonio, it 
was disclosed Sunday in an article 
by Richard L. Stokes, Washington 
correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 
The army at present is using the 
robot planes, obsolete models, as 
targets in anti-aircraft training. 
They are launched and landed by 
radio apparatus in a truck. Once 
in the air, the planes are taken 
over in squads of three by a con- 
trol plane bearing a pilot.

HONGKONG, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
Soviet Russia has sounded out the 
Chungking Chinese Government 
several timts recently on whether 
peace with Japan is contémplated 
and has been given positive assur- 
ances to the contrary, it was 
learned reliably last night. 

Chinese sources, predicing Aa

department of which I wrote some 
days ago. Or the R. A. F. that is 
probably the finest fighting unit 
that the world has ever known.

Monday I told you 
that some of our high-powered automobile executives have 
become so enamored of horsepower and speed that they seem 
to have overlooked many very significant points, such as fool- 
proof safety latches on the doors. Thus, their companies fail 
to sell four-door sedans, since thousands of parents who would 
like such cars, are afraid to buy them. Other business men 
will also find that when they sit behind their mahogany desks 
trying to out-guess the public’s reactions, they overlook many 
sterling sales points which the housewife could quickly supply.

THEY -.MIGHT also be shocked to find that sales points 
which the advertising department highlights at much expense, 
may often be of trivial importance to many buyers. Business 
men of all kinds should take a lesson from fishermen. If 

| you want to catch fish, you must use the bait which the fish 
will bite on. And you must not confuse the appetite of the 
fisherman with that of the fish. Wouldn’t it be folly for a 
fisherman to spend his time trying to “high-pressure” the 
trout to bite on mashed potatoes and gravy? But thousands 
of otherwise astute business men are doing much the same 
thing today with reference to their customers. They seem to 
think that if they personally like a certain feature or sales 
point, then the general public will also show the same prefer- 
ence. But they are usually not typical of the general cus- 
tomer or average citizen, so they muff many golden oppor- 
tunities. 
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IF YOU WISH to learn the attitude of the private sol- 

dier in war, don't ask the professors at West Point or even 
the Generals far back of the front lines. Take a hint from 
the tenacious newspaper reporter who dons a uniform and 
hobnobs with the fellows in the trenches. Maybe it wouldn't 
be a bad idea for business firms to hire some of these same 
newspaper reporters to go out among their potential custom- 
ers and ferret out the likes and dislikes of those same con- 
sumers! Successful business firms in the future must be 
well versed in the consumer research method. Monopolies, 
oil strikes and a certain amount of luck have built up many 
of the past business corporations, but nowadays you better 
line up with firms that use the “consumer research” plan.

Teach Children 
Essentials of 


Good Behavior 


By Angelo Patri 


HIS list of questions has been 

sent to me by a troubled par- 

ent and, as the questions are 
common ones, I am answering 
them here in the hope that the 
answers may be helpful to this par- 
ent and others who are asking the 
same questions of themselves 
daily. 

1. Should a four-year-old child 
be ignored when he is naughty, 
and not be corrected? Will he 
stop being naughty overnight and 
learn to be good without being 
taught; or should you correct him 
and teach him to behave? 

All children have to be cor- 
rected, gently and firmly and con- 
sistently, so that good behavior 
may become a habit early in their 
lives. They will not change into 
well-behaved children if they are 
allowed to grow into bad habits 
for any length of time. To allow 
children to go untrained is to do 
them a grave injury. 

The parents or guardians must 
be wise enough to select the one 
error, the right time, the right 
way, for correction. Only essen- 
tials are to be centered. These 
form the foundation of good be- 
havior. By limiting the teaching 
and correction to essentials we 
avoid nagging, a deadly thing and 
most harmful] to children. 

2. Is it right to let a child play 
while he is eating—or should he 
sit at table until he has finished 
eating ? 

A child should be trained to be- 
have “properly at table, at least 
as well as he is able,” which 
means that he is to eat correctly, 
behave politely, remain to the end 
of the meal, or until] he is excused 
at the end of his meal. Very 
young children should have their 
meals apart from the family be- 
cause eating a full meal with 
grown people is too much of a 
strain for a child of two years or 
so. Only when a child has the 
strength, endurance and ability to 
eat at the adult’s table is he to sit 
with them. Then he must behave 
correctly and under no condition 
mix play or other business with 
his eating. 

3. Don’t you think it is just as 
bad for a parent to tell a child he 
can’t go somewhere and then let 
him, as to tell him he can go and 
then not take him? 

No, I think that promising him 
he can go and then not taking him 
is the worse of two bad situations. 
A promise is sacred. Once broken, 
to the child it cannot be repaired 
and his faith is shaken. When he 
is told he cannot go and then later 
told that he can, he may think 
that his parent is easy, one can 
wiggle around his “No” and make 
it into “Yes,” but there is that 
doubt that maybe he can’t work 
it always. This is not the best re- 
lationship that can be established, 
but it is not the worst. The 
broken promise is the worst one. 

Parents should be cautious 
about this and be slow to promise 
or to deny children's requests. 
Better be safe than sorry, and a 
delayed permission is not as bad 
as a broken word, on either side 
of the question. 

4. Just what should a  four- 
year-old child be taught? 

To do what he is able to do: to 
love his parents and to serve them 
gladly; to do what it is right, ac- 
cording to his understanding.

The vaunted 
comforts that science has given us 
in modern life must be counter- 
acted by a conscious physical ef- 
fort on our part. Mortality increas- 
es one per cent for every pound 
of overweight, which is usually the 
result of excessive eating, and in- 
sufficient exercise.

Tuberculosis 
Known Since 
Early Times

Do LEWIS J. MOORMAN of 
a 


klahoma City wrote last year 
very clever little article called 
“A Bug Full of Tricks.” He was 
referring to the germ of tuber- 
culosis and it has, indeed, been a 
plaguey bug for the human race 
and one which we have spent some 
of our best efforts in trying to sub- 
due. 

It probably has been an unwel- 
come and uninvited guest in man’s 
body since the very earliest times. 
We know from examination of 
Egyptian mummies that 6000 years 
ago on the banks of the Nile it pro- 
duced its ravages. It certainly: 
caused tuberculosis of the spine 
and hip, which we can see in mum- 
mies, and while there are no lungs 
left in these remains we must as- 
sume that there was tuberculosis 
of the lungs then also. 

It is a microscopic bit of protein 
and sugar, covered with a skin of 
wax and this wax apparently has 
been its means of protection to 
allow it to survive under unfavor- 
able conditions through long cen- 
turies and all sorts of weather con- 
ditions. It is possible to culture 
tubercle bacilli and have them live 
when picked up from the bodies of 
these same Egyptian mummei.s 
They withstand cold and rain and 
heat—at least climatic heat. (And 
it takes a good deal of surgical 
sterilization heat to kill them.) 

The Bible refers to its ravages in 
Deuteronomy — “The Lord shall 
smite thee with a consumption and 
with a fever and with an inflam- 
mation.” 

Some time ago a famous physi- 
cian said that there were so many 
unsolved problems in the field of 
tuberculosis that “no matter what 
we take away from infinity, infin- 
ity remains.” 

x « *¥ 

DURING THE LAST century, 
however, mankind has begun to get 
the better of the old enemy. About 
a hundred years ago the first open 
air treatments for tuberculosis were 
begun. It is only within the last 
150 years that the different forms 
of tuberculosis—lung, bone and 
lymph gland—have been shown to 
be due to the same cause. 

About 50 years ago the germ it- 
self was isolated and stained and 
cultured by Robert Koch and Paul 
Ehrlich. The use of the stetho- 
scope to detect cases early—and the 
even more valuable use of the 
X-ray, discovered in 1895, have 
given us the means to detect the 
presence of tuberculosis in those 
who do not know they have it, and 
to keep them from infecting other 
people. 

More productive than anything 
else has been the organized work 
directed by the National Tubercu- 
losis Association in bringing all 
these methods to focus on the com- 
munity problem of tuberculosis. 
We have long ago learned that peo- 
ple will not come to hospitals or 
doctors for tuberculosis until it is 
too late to do them much good. We 
have to go out and find them and 
we have to provide places to treat 
them after they are found. 

This is all part of the work of 
the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion, for the funds of which they 
depend upon the sale of Christmas 
seals. Anybody, no matter what 
his financial status, can buy some 
of these seals and use them on let- 
ters during the Christmas season. 
He may have the satisfaction of 
knowing when he does this that 
he is helping in his own way to 
circumvent the sly ways of the 
“bug full of tricks.”

Small plantar warts are treated by 
X-ray. Larger ones by electric des- 
sication.

NASSAU, Nov. 26. 

F the Duchess of Windsor does 

not wish to stay permanently in 

the Bahamas it is because she 
believes there ts no great scope 
there for the talents of the man 
she loves, 

“I wish to do whatever is loyal 
and right,” she says. “I will do 
everything I can as the Governor's 
wife. But would any American wife 
be happy or satisfied if her hus- 
band were put in a position where 
there was little chance for him to 
do big things of which she knew 
him to be capable? Would any 
American wife be content in such 
circumstances? I don’t think so.” 

As a Washington correspondent 
said to me violently, “I hate waste. 
I hate it particularly at a time 
like this. This man was a genius 
at his own work. No doubt of 
that. He was trained to it from 
his cradle and he had a particular 
aptitude for it and nature gave 
him good looks and an irresistible 
personality. The British Empire 
has an enormous investment in 
H. R. H.—as we uged to call him 
when I worked in London.
